THE loss of four colleagues to 
cancer has driven engine plant 
workers to carry out a £7,500 
garden makeover to help oth¬ 
ers battling serious illness. 

Patients, including those who are 
bed bound, and their families now 
have improved access to the pictur¬ 
esque Victorian garden at Swansea’s 
Ty Olwen hospice thanks to staff from 
Ford’s Bridgend factory. 

They were so moved by the care 
provided to their colleagues at Ty 
Olwen that they secured a donation of 
£7,500 from the company’s European 
headquarters - the largest ever made to 
a good cause. 

Twenty-six volunteers were released 
from work under Ford’s Global Caring 
Month programme to undertake the 
revamp in April. Alun Wyn Jones 
officially re-opened the garden on 
Saturday, May 4 at a celebration event. 

Paul Murray, vice chairman of Ty 
Olwen Trust which supports the pal¬ 
liative care unit, said: “It’s a massive 
transformation. We are here to help 
people get quality of life and this 
garden is part of that.” 

Tons of earth were shifted and a 


wide patio, accessibility ramp, new 
integral seating and flower borders 
were created in its place in the garden 
at Ty Olwen on the Morriston Hospital 
site. 

The patio is wide enough to accom¬ 
modate patients’ beds, so those who 
are not mobile can still enjoy the 
garden. Overgrowth was also cleared 
to reveal the original Victorian walls 
that border the garden, which belonged 
to the former 19th century gentleman’s 
residence Maes-y-Gwemen Hall and, 
as part of the project, safety fencing 
was fitted around the fish pond and an 
old outhouse converted as a place of 
reflection for staff. 

Project manager Mark Bamford, 
a manufacturing engineer at Ford 
Bridgend, said: “We have lost four 
colleagues in the past couple of years. 
Three of them were part of the same 
team on the same shift and a retired 
colleague actually passed away here 
while we were working on the garden. 
He told staff ‘his boys’ were outside.” 

A testicular cancer survivor himself, 
he added: “Everyone who has come on 
site has worked extremely hard.”

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BCBC extols the 
advantages of new 
recycling centre 


COUNCILLORS have been 
discussing the next steps 
towards creating a new com¬ 
munity recycling centre at the 
Village Farm Industrial Estate 
in Pyle. 

The new facility will have better 
access and feature more bays than 
the nearby centre in Tythegston. The 
Tythegston centre will close once 
the new Pyle one opens on land at 
40B Sturmi Way, inside the industrial 
estate. 

At a meeting of the local authority’s 
Development Control Committee last 
week, questions were raised about 
what happens next to deliver the facil¬ 
ity that is the subject of a planning 
application which was submitted five 
years ago. 

Cllr Richard Young, Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
cabinet member for communities, 
said: “Fm keen to reassure residents 
that a much-needed new community 
recycling centre is very much still in 
the pipeline. It has long since been 
recognised that the Tythegston site, 
which we rent, is no longer fit for 
purpose, so we need a modem facility 
that is more suitable. 

“Because of the limited space at 
Tythegston, queues of cars trying to 
get on to the site can be quite long at 
peak times. The centre proposed for 
Pyle will be a massive improvement as 
it will be more modem and have a lot 


more capacity. It will therefore greatly 
benefit our efforts to achieve national 
recycling targets and will also have the 
potential to include a re-use shop. 

“Understandably, other councillors 
have raised concerns over the impact 
of increased traffic at the industrial 
estate. I would like to stress that high¬ 
ways improvements are planned at the 
junction of the A48 with Heol Mostyn 
to ensure increased capacity, highway 
safety and the free flow of traffic. 

“Those improvements will need to 
be completed before the new com¬ 
munity recycling centre is opened, 
while drainage and lighting schemes 
also need to be developed. We will 
be working towards the new commu¬ 
nity recycling centre in Pyle being up 
and mnning within the next couple of 
years.” 

As well as Tythegston, BCBC 
has two other community recycling 
centres which are operated by its 
recycling partner Kier in Brynmenyn 
and Maesteg. All three sites enable 
residents to recycle a vast range of 
materials. 

Non-recyclable materials are also 
accepted, but anyone who takes house¬ 
hold mbbish bags to a community 
recycling centre will be asked to open 
their bags, remove all items that can be 
recycled and put them in the appropri¬ 
ate skips first.

centre in Porthcawl 
is due to start in 
the next few weeks, 
with the centre 
expected to be up 
and running in just 
over a year’s time. 

The centre, which will

THE new mayor 
of Bridgend county 
borough has been 
elected - but he 
is unlikely to visit 
one town in the 
borough in his role 
anytime soon. 

Cllr Stuart Baldwin 
was chosen to take 
the prestigious role 
for Bridgend County 
Borough Council at 
its annual meeting on 
Wednesday, May 15. 

He has a civic duty to 
represent and promote 
the area by supporting 
local events and causes. 

However, Porthcawl 
Town Council vowed 
it would not invite the 
Labour politician to 
any of the town’s civic 
functions if he were to 
become mayor after 
passing a resolution in 
March. 

That decision came 
after Clh Baldwin 
was accused of saying 
Porthcawl’s only prob¬ 
lem was “being rich” 
during a discussion on 
electoral ward boundary 
changes. 

He later apologised 
for the “flippant” 
remark. 

Porthcawl town 


councillor Mike Clarke 
said he thought it was 
probably “time to move 
on” and forget the 
matter. 

However, the town 
council’s clerk con¬ 
firmed that the “ban” 
still remained in place. 

She said: “The res¬ 
olution relating to Cllr 
Stuart Baldwin hasn’t 
been rescinded and 
he won’t be invited to 
any civic event that the 
council has organised in 
Porthcawl.” 

So far, Porthcawl 
Town Council has only 
organised two civic 
events for the year - a 
tea party in June and a 
Remembrance Service in 
November. 

Cllr Baldwin, who 
was unavailable for 
comment, will be 
invested as mayor at a 
civic inauguration cer¬ 
emony on Wednesday, 
May 22.

“Everybody living in 
Porthcawl knows that 
on a fine summer day, 
the roads into Porthcawl 
from every direction can 
be gridlocked including 
the one from Cornelly. 
How would a fire engine 
be able to get through 
to deal with a house fire 
or, worse still, a caravan 
blaze? 

“Porthcawl has the 
largest caravan site in 
Europe at Trecco and 
with a caravan fire, we 
are literally talking of 
minutes before the whole 
thing goes up.

“This scheme may 
have looked good on 
paper but in practice, it 
was a step too far.”

Properties whieh

Ann a’s detailed research, 
which included in-depth inter¬ 
views with friends of Wallis, 
has forged a passionate belief 
that Wallis is one of history’s 
most misjudged women and this 


book is directly aimed at putting 
matters right.

M an goes 
after 
Russian 
mobsters who 
killed his dog - it’s 
the sort of synopsis 
you would expect 
to see from a 
straight-to-DVD 
thriller starring 
Vinnie Jones. 

However, that set-up 
for Keanu Reeves action 
film John Wick set in 
chain a success that 
has only kept growing. 
The first film was a 
critical and commercial 
success, the second one 
less so, which meant the 
chances of a third arriv¬ 
ing were pretty high - 
thankfully given that the 
conclusion of part two 
left things on somewhat 
of a cliffhanger. 

John Wick: Chapter 
3 Parabellum (which 
is Latin for ‘prepare 
for war’) picks up just 
moments after the end 
of chapter two, which 
saw John being given 
an hour to escape New 
York after a $14 million 
bounty was placed on 
his head for breaking 
the cardinal rule of 
killing someone in The 
Continental. 

Now the target of 
hit-men and hit-women 
everywhere, John must 
discover who he can 
trust - and who he 
can’t - and try to escape 
the most precarious 
situation he has found 
himself in yet... 

Over the last two 
John Wick films, not 
only has Keanu Reeves 
re-established himself 
(at the grand old age of 
54) as an action star, 
but one who has been a 
highlight of a film series 
that has consistently 
pushed the envelope 
when it comes to action 
sequences. 

If the first film was 
a solid action offering, 
the second not only 
ramped up the action 


aspect but also fleshed 
out the world around 
John Wick, making a 
richly textured tale that 
is easily one of the best 
sequel offerings of this 
century. 

The big question, 
with Reeves and 
director Chad Stahelski 
returning, is can chapter 
3 supersede that film? 
The answer is not quite; 
the episodic nature 
of Parabellum giving 
the film something of 
a stop-start feel, but 
it certainly delivers 
near-flawless action in 
what is a quite superb 
film. 

Three films in, what 
you expect from a John 
Wick film has been 
firmly established and, 
credit to all involved, 
it never veers too far 
away from the tried- 
and-tested framework. 
So you get hard-hitting, 
visceral fight sequences 
that are shot with a 
style, flair and confi¬ 
dence that blows you 
away, ranging from the 
balletic and beautiful to 
the hand-held, close-up 
and blood-splattered. 

Stahelski’s confi¬ 
dence as a director 
is sky high here, and 
while much hangs on 
the action, the quieter 
moments are shot 
with a real eye for a 
jaw-dropping visual. He 
also shows confidence 
in the way the story 
organically grows. 

In a hyper-realistic 
world where people are 
being killed in the mid¬ 
dle of Times Square or 
Grand Central station, 
there is a degree of the 
fantastical about the 
universe that has been 
built, but it oozes class 
and style. The dense 
world created is so com¬ 
pelling and intriguing 
and it certainly holds 
your attention whenever 
the on-screen action 
takes a breather.

performances have 
defined these films, 
as well as showing an 
innate flair for action, 
and this film is no 
different. Reeves seems 
to be in his element in 
a role that is largely 
physical. 

Around him the likes 
of Ian McShane, Lance 
Reddick, Laurence 
Fishbume, Anjelica 
Huston, Halle Berry 
and Asia Kate Dillon 
flesh out the cast with 
some nous and gravitas, 
while it’s thoroughly 
satisfying to see Mark 
Dacascos (whose career 
deserves far more credit 
than it gets) as the 
film’s physical antago¬ 
nist Zero; an action icon 
(albeit one who hasn’t 
been given enough 
exposure) Dacascos 
brings and irreverence 
to the character as well 
as being a superb foil 
for Reeves. 

The film’s main 
shortcoming is in its 
plot. While Wick being 
on the run allows for 
the series’ strong point 


- those hard-hitting, 
uber-violent action 
sequences - it does 
mean that this time 
around, the plot feels a 
touch perfunctory. 

There’s also an epi¬ 
sodic feel that impacts 
on the flow of the 
story, almost computer 
game-like in the way 
that we move level to 
level before the film’s 
gigantic crescendo. 

Given the success 
of the film, and more 
importantly the enjoy¬ 
ment that - even three 
films in - both Reeves 
and Stahelski are getting 
from this franchise, 
it’s safe to say that 
there’s huge potential 
for another John Wick 
outing - and that is a 
most welcome thought. 

VERDICT: Not 
quite hitting the 
stratospheric heights of 
part two, John Wick: 
Chapter 3 - Parabellum 
is still an incredible 
action film, oozing 
inventive, hard-hitting 
uber-violence. 

Chad Stahelski’s 
direction is exceptional 
and Keanu Reeves con¬ 
tinues to grow in a role 
seemingly tailor-made 
for him; the plot is a tad 
perfunctory, but the film 
still more than delivers. 
Recommended.

its planning 
permission. 

The Welsh 
Government has 
announced the 
wood-burning plant 
in Barry Docks has 
potentially breached its 
planning permission and 
needs an environmental 
statement to study the 
impacts of the facility. 

The announcement 
comes as ministers 
have taken more than 
15 months to decide if 
the developers of Barry 
Biomass need to carry 
out an environmental 
impact assessment 
(EIA) in order for its 
planning permission to 
be valid. 

The Welsh 
Government says it 
continues to consider 
whether or not a formal 
environmental impact 
assessment is required. 

Vale AM Jane 
Hutt welcomed the 
announcement, but 
anti-incinerator 
campaigners the Docks 
Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG) called 
the statement “deliber¬ 
ately unclear”. 

Since the statement 
was released, the 
Local Democracy 
Reporting Service 
(LDRS) has asked 
Welsh Government to 
clarify what this means 
for the future of the 
incinerator to clear up 
any confusion. 

So what is an envi¬ 
ronmental statement, 
and how is it different 
to an environmental 
impact assessment? 

The Welsh 
Government has said 
the environmental 
statement will help 
remedy the potential 
planning breaches and 
“ensure that all of the 
potential environmental 
impacts which could 


arise from the develop¬ 
ment are collated and 
that communities have 
the opportunities to 
consider and respond 
to that information. A 
consultation will be held 
to “allow all interested 
parties to consider 
and comment on a 
single comprehensive 
document”. 

Environmental 
statements form part of 
the wider EIA process. 
They are publicly-avail- 
able documents which 
set out in plain English 
a full description of 
the development and 
its likely significant 
environmental effects. 

The statements also 
include details of any 
measures the developer 
has made to reduce 
adverse effects on the 
environment, and any 
alternatives studied by 
the developer, with the 
main reasons for the 
option chosen. 

The Welsh 

Government said: “An 
environmental statement 
is part of an EIA, and 
is usually put together 
by the developer and 
contains information 
on the environmental 
impacts. 

“The intention is that 
collated information 
on the environmental 
impact will then be 
subject to public consul¬ 
tation prior to the Welsh 
Ministers considering 
what, if any, further 
action is required.” 

So is the incinerator’s 
planning permission 
valid without an envi¬ 
ronmental statement? 
When will the consulta¬ 
tion take place? 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “The 
planning permission 
remains in place during 
this process. A times¬ 
cale on the consultation 
has yet to be decided.” 

What were these 
potential planning 
breaches? 

The Welsh 
Government did not 
give specific details 
on what the potential 
planning breaches on 
the Barry Incinerator 
actually were. 


End of era for 
high speed train 

ON Saturday, May 18, the last HST 
train service from Swansea to Paddington 
took place and it was filmed by Vale rail 
enthusiasts Mike and Nick Wilcock. 

Within 24 hours of the film going up on YouTube, 
it had been viewed more than 3,200 times. 

The HST service has been running for 40 years 
and is being replaced by the Hitcachi lET bi-modal 
trains which are faster and longer.

The first response 
was: “The potential 
breach is a possible 
failure to properly 
apply the Town and 
Country Planning 
(Environmental Impact 
Assessment) (England 
and Wales) Regulations 
1999.” 

When asked to clarify 
what these potential 
breaches were, a 
spokesman said: “We 
have nothing further to 
say at this stage.” 

If the environmental 
statement is part of the 
EIA, why not just order 
a full EIA? 

The LDRS also asked 
if ordering an environ¬ 
mental statement is just 
delaying a decision on 
the full EIA. 

Campaigners DIAG 
have said the statement 
suggests the legal 
requirement for an EIA 
will not be enforced. 

The Welsh 

Government again said 
it had nothing further to 
say at this stage. 

Why does it matter? 

Last year, the Welsh 
Government announced 
it was “minded” to 
direct that a formal EIA 
is needed on the Barry 
Biomass plant in order 
for its planning permis¬ 
sion to be valid. 

Barry Biomass is 
aiming to be fully 
operational in the next 
couple of months. 

DIAG has called 
for the environmental 
permit of the incinerator 


to be revoked following 
four breaches in March 
2018, when black 
smoke coming from the 
plant’s chimney drifted 
across Barry during 
tests. 

An investigation 
found a number of 
minor breaches against 
the company’s permit 
and the company was 
given a formal warning 
by Natural Resources 
Wales. 

Barry Biomass also 
hopes to receive a sub¬ 
sidy from energy regu¬ 
lator Ofgem - although 
a decision on this has 
yet to be made. 

Responding to the 
recent statement, a 
Barry Biomass spokes¬ 
woman said: “The 
Barry Biomass project 
has been subject to 
extensive reviews and 
reporting over the past 
decade. 

“Biomass UK No.2 
Ltd has volunteered to 
the Welsh Government 
that it will conduct a 
review of this body of 
work in order to demon¬ 
strate that there has, at 
all applicable times, 
been full compliance 
with environmental-re¬ 
lated legislation. 

“Biomass UK No.2 
Ltd welcomes the 
opportunity to correct 
any misunderstandings 
that may have arisen in 
relation to the project.”

High hopes Blue 
Flag can return to 
Island in 2020 


NATURAL 
Resources Wales is 
confident the drop 
in water quality that 
led to Whitmore 
Bay, Barry Island 
losing its Blue Flag 
status this year is a 
“short term issue”. 

A Blue Flag at a beach 
is confirmation of high 
environmental standards. 
Blue Flag status was 
removed at Whitmore 
Bay after a poor water 
sample was taken in 
September 2018. 

It raises hopes that the 
resort could be flying the 
flag again next year. 

Natural Resources 
Wales has confirmed that 
there are no “poor qual¬ 
ity” bathing waters in 
Wales - and that includes 
Barry Island. 

A spokesman said: 
“Keeping Wales’ waters 
clean and safe is a huge 
part of the work we do, 
which is why we’ve 
been working with 
Welsh Water and the 
Vale Council for years 
to monitor the bathing 
waters around Barry. 

“It’s always disap¬ 
pointing when our waters 


drop a classification, but 
we think it’s important 
to remember that there 
were no poor quality 
bathing waters in Wales 
this year, which is a big 
achievement. 

“Last season, Jackson 
and Whitmore Bays 
tested abnormally high 
for bacteria on one of 
our samples and because 
of this one high result, 
these areas had to drop a 
classification. 

“We’re still looking 
into what might have 
caused the drop in water 
quality at the time of 
sampling ,but we’re con¬ 
fident that it was a very 
local, short term issue. 
The waters around Barry 
are still completely safe 
and we will be working 
with our partners towards 
getting a higher classifi¬ 
cation for next season.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Keep Wales Tidy said: 
“Whitmore Bay could 
regain its Blue Flag status 
next year - the awards 
are announced at the start 
of the bathing season in 
mid-May. However, it’s 
worth noting that water 
quality results are pub¬ 
lished in November.” 

TC 
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Vale Council defends 
the finances of new 
primary school deal 


THE Vale Council 
has defended the 
financial arrange¬ 
ments that it has 
made with the 
Church in Wales to 
build a new £4 mil¬ 
lion primary school 
in Colwinston. 

A concerned parent 
contacted The GEM 
claiming that public 
money would be used to 
pay for the new school 
building - which would 
then be handed over to 
the church. 

He added that the 
church would also have 
control of hiring staff, 
and pupil intake. 

The school will be 
100 per cent funded 
by the taxpayer, yet on 
completion the own¬ 
ership of the buildings 
will be transfered to the 


Church. 

He said: “£4.1 million 
of taxpayers’ money will 
be ‘gifted’ to the Church 
in Wales. 

“The new school will 
then be allowed to dis¬ 
criminate on the grounds 
of faith when admitting 
pupils and staff. This is 
nothing short of State- 
funded discrimination.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson responded 
that it was a good deal for 
council taxpayers, point¬ 
ing out that the church 
would be responsible 
for maintenance over 
the life of the building 
while it was a school, 
saying: “A new building 
for St David’s Church In 
Wales Primary School 
has been included as 
part of the council’s 
21st Century Schools 
Programme to meet 
the anticipated future 


demand for Church in 
Wales education, as well 
as addressing the poor 
condition and suitability 
of the existing buildings. 

“Recent and proposed 
housing developments in 
the Western Vale have 
resulted in increased 
demand for educational 
services. The council 
has a statutory duty to 
secure sufficient school 
places both in number 
and character. 

“The anticipated cost 
of the new school is 
£4.185 million, and 85 
per cent of this funding 
will be sought from 
Welsh Government with 
the remaining 15 per 
cent funded by the Vale 
Council. The council’s 
contribution will not 
be funded by the tax 
payer but from sec¬ 
tion 106 contributions 
received from housing 
developers. 

“As is the case with 
all other Voluntary 
Aided schools, the land 
that the new building 
occupies would be trans¬ 
ferred to the diocese. 
The remaining land on 
the site would remain 
under the ownership of 


the Vale Council. 

“St David’s CIW 
Primary School recruit¬ 
ment and admissions 
policies are inclusive. 
Job applications are wel¬ 
comed from all irrespec¬ 
tive of gender, ethnicity, 
attainment, disability, 
cultural, social or lin¬ 
guistic background. 

“Applications from 
children actively 
involved in a Christian 
or other faith community 
are given priority if the 
number of applications 
exceeds the number of 
places available.” 

A Church in Wales 
spokesperson said there 
had been a very positive 
response to the new 
school during the com¬ 
munity consultation, and 
that the church owns the 
land the current school 
building is on. 

“We are very excited 
about the new school and 
pleased that the plans are 
well supported. It will 
enable us to deliver a 
first-class education for 
children in a building 
which is fit for purpose.”

Author gets ^spiritual’ on S4C 
over surfing the Severn Bore 


THE Severn Bore 
is the greatest ride 
on earth, says the 
surfer who has 
ridden tidal waves 
from the mighty 
Amazon to the 
crocodile-infested 
Kampar River in 
Indonesia. 

The journey up the 
Severn by surfers Steve 
King, a railway engineer 
from Gloucestershire, 
and Welsh author 
Tom Anderson, 
from Porthcawl, was 
followed by a camera 
crew for a major 
new television series, 
Llanw (Tide), made 
by Caemarfon-based 
television company 
Cwmni Da. 

The first programme 
in the three-part series 
will be broadcast on 
S4C at 8pm on Sunday, 


June 2. 

Tom said: “Surfing 
the Severn Bore is the 
closest thing that a 
surfer comes to having 
a spiritual experience. 
You don’t chase it, it 
chases you. It sweeps 
everything before it.” 

Steve has been 
answering the call of the 
great wave that sweeps 
up the Severn Estuary 
for more than 30 years 
and he holds the record 
for the longest ride. 

That lasted for an hour 
and 17 minutes and cov¬ 
ered nine and a quarter 
miles until he ran out of 
river at the Gloucester 
weir. 

Steve, from the 
village of Saul, a few 
hundred yards from the 
river, saiT “I’ve been 
surfing it for the last 30 
years so that must be 
between two and three

thousand times. 

“It’s powered by the 
strength of the tide and 
the beauty of waiting

Council axes 
bus subsidies for 
eight routes 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
cabinet members 
have voted to cut all 
the remaining local 
authority subsidies 
for bus services in 
the county. 

It means eight 
routes are now under 
threat, including those 
between Bridgend and 
Blaengarw, Maesteg 
Parc and Maesteg Town 
Centre, and Dan-y-Graig 
and Porthcawl. 

Many people use the 
bus routes to get to GP 
surgeries and the hospital 
as well as for social and 
leisure purposes. 

Deputy leader Cllr 
Hywel Williams said it 
was a very sad situation 
the local authority found 
itself in. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday, 
May 21, he said: “This is 
clearly a very unpalatable 
report. It’s a consequence 
of austerity and where 
we are. 

“We have to find 
millions of pounds of 
savings. This is £148,000 
of that saving. 

“I have been led to 
believe only 10 paying 
passengers are needed to 
make a route viable. 

“When we are trying 
to prioritise resources we 
need to make sure the 
way we spend our money 
gets the best results.” 

The cabinet member 
for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said 
it was not a report he 
relished putting forward. 

He said: “I’m well 
aware of the impact 
that removing these 
subsidies will have on 
communities. 

“The message has con¬ 
sistently gone out that if 
you don’t use these ser¬ 
vices you will lose them. 

“We don’t have 
public bus services, we 
have private enterprises 
providing a service for 
a profit. 

“In the past when we 
have removed subsidies 
for other routes bus com¬ 
panies have looked at 
different ways they can 
provide that service.” 

Cllr Phil White, cab¬ 
inet member for social 
services, added: “I think 
it’s time bus companies 
got their act together. 

“We can’t continue to 


provide subsidies when 
our own funding is being 
withdrawn.” 

Council leader 
Cllr Huw David said: 
“Myself and Cllr Young 
will continue to make 
the case for the Metro, 
a Welsh Government 
initiative, and to invest in 
bus services. 

“It’s a service that’s 
important to so many 
communities across 
Wales. 

“While there has been 
the initial investment 
in the Metro by Welsh 
Government, the initial 
phases very much focus 
on rail services. 

“We hope future 
phases will focus on bus 
services as well.” 

The funding cuts will 
also affect Bridgend Bus 
Station, which could lose 
around up to £4,000 a 
year due to the reduced 
bus movements and loss 
of departure charges. 

However, during 
Tuesday’s meeting 
council officers pointed 
out that when subsidies 
were axed last summer 
for six bus services the 
majority of routes were 
retained on a commercial 
basis by the bus operator, 
although it did involve 
changes or reductions in 
frequencies. 

Council officers said 
they would also continue 
to work with Bridgend 
Community Transport to 
see if it would be able to 
replace any or all of the 
proposed bus routes for 
withdrawal.

Ogmore MP 
discusses 
landmark report 


OGMORE MP 
Chris Elmore has 
met the Secretary 
of State for Health, 
Matt Hancock 
MP, to discuss the 
#NewFilters report 
he published earlier 
this year. 

Mr Elmore, chairs the 
All-Party Parliamentary 
Group on Social Media 
and Young People’s 
Mental Health and 
Wellbeing, and the meet¬ 
ing was an opportunity 
to discuss what can be 
done to counter some of 
the issues young people 
face online. 

Also in attendance 
were Shirley Cramer, 
chief executive of 
the Royal Society for 
Public Health, and 
William Wragg MP, the 
Secretary of the APPG. 

The government 
recently confirmed its 
plans to act on several 
of the issues arising 
from the report when 
it released its ‘Online 
Harms’ White Paper. 

One of the report’s 
key recommendations 
- the establishment of 
a Social Media Health 
Alliance - has not 
yet been added to the 
government’s plans. Mr 


Elmore is keen to grow 
the level of support 
for this proposal and 
raised this as part of the 
meeting. 

He said: “We have to 
solve the ‘Wild West’ 
that social media is 
becoming for many peo¬ 
ple. Mental health issues 
are on the rise and the 
government isn’t doing 
enough to put pressure 
on social media compa¬ 
nies to tackle them. 

“I’m really pleased to 
have had such a positive 
meeting with the Health 
Secretary. I’m delighted 
to hear that he’s going to 
put more pressure on the 
social media companies 
and he was genuinely 
receptive to the ideas we 
raised. 

“I look forward to 
continuing to work with 
him and other colleagues 
on a cross-party basis 
so that we can ensure 
we get ahead of the 
technology and help our 
young people.” 

The proposed Social 
Media Health Alliance 
would go towards fund¬ 
ing cutting-edge research 
into the links between 
the platforms and mental 
health issues. 


AM queries ambulance 
handover delays at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital 


REGIONAL AM Suzy 
Davies has asked Health 
Minister Vaughan Gething 
to investigate why an emer¬ 
gency ambulance with a 
patient on board was kept 
waiting outside Princess of 
Wales Hospital in Bridgend 
for more than 16 hours 
before being able to com¬ 
plete the hand-over. 

The Minister said: “The 
extremely long waits that you 
quote in your question are cer¬ 
tainly not acceptable,” but went 
on to say that this was a matter 
for the health board to resolve and 
not him. 

Welsh Conservative Mrs Davies 
asked the Welsh Ambulance 
Service to provide information 
about hand-over times at POW 
and also at two hospitals within 
the Cwm Taf health board - now 
Cwm Taf Morgannwg - which 
has also been responsible since 
April for Princess of Wales. The 
waiting times relate to the period 
December 1, 2018 to February 28 
this year. 

The response from the ambu¬ 
lance trust revealed that the 
six longest waits of all were 
at Princess of Wales where an 
ambulance had to wait for more 
than 16 hours before a patient 
could be handed over. The second 
longest wait at the hospital was 
in excess of 14 hours with other 
waits recorded of 11 and 10 hours. 

This contrasts with the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital at Llantrisant 
where the longest wait was less 
than an hour - 57 minutes - 
and Prince Charles Hospital in 
Merthyr where the longest wait 
was just over two hours. The 
average waiting times have also 
been listed which show that in 


Bridgend it was one hour and five 
minutes while in Llantrisant it was 
nine minutes and in Merthyr it was 
seven minutes. 

Mrs Davies said: “These figures 
are very stark. I want to understand 
why busy hospitals like Prince 
Charles and Royal Glamorgan can 
turn around ambulances often in 
minutes while we are seeing waits 
of many hours routinely logged in 
Princess of Wales. 

“It has been suggested that 
the design of Prince Charles and 
Royal Glamorgan hospitals may 
be partially responsible as there 
are longer corridors in them where 
trolleys can be parked. But hospi¬ 
tals have to ensure that patients are 
being assessed and triaged when 
they first arrive and if they are on 
trolleys they need to be monitored 
and cared for. 

“The time difference cannot be 
simply down to the architecture of 
these buildings. It has to be some¬ 
thing that’s more fundamental like 
the procedures in place to actually 
receive patients from ambulance 
crews. 

“I will be visiting the A&E 
department at Bridgend to hear 
what they say about these chal¬ 
lenges and seek their views on 
how changes can be brought about 
to assist the speedy tum-around 
of ambulances. The new health 
board also needs to say what 
they intend to do at POW about 
this. It’s no wonder that people 
living in the Bridgend area are 
waiting unacceptably long times 
for ambulances to respond if they 
are all tied up outside the hospital 
waiting to hand over patients. 

“There have been times when 
up to 12 ambulances have been 
parked outside POW, which is 
having a dreadful knock-on effect 
on ambulance response times in 


the area. The ambulance trust has 
only a finite number of ambu¬ 
lances at its disposal and unless 
we can get the hand-over process 
speeded up in Bridgend so that 
it matches that in Llantrisant and 
Merthyr, then we will continue to 
have people waiting hours for an 
ambulance. 

“These two hospitals, which 
also serve areas of high demand, 
have proved that it is possible to 
send an ambulance on its way 
within minutes. 

“I am determined to get to the 
bottom of this for the sake of local 
people who at the moment are 
being left waiting for an ambu¬ 
lance to turn up - often for many 
hours and sometimes in pain.” 

A spokesperson for the Health 
Board commented: “In recent 
years, Cwm Taf Morgannwg 
University Health Board (for¬ 
merly Cwm Taf UHB) has been 
working closely with a number of 
agencies to implement new ways 
of working which support patients 
to go through the hospital journey 
more quickly. 

“We have placed significant 
focus on patient transfers from 
ambulances into our hospitals 
and as a result we have seen an 
improvement in our ambulance 
handover performance at both 
the Royal Glamorgan Hospital 
in Llantrisant and Prince Charles 
Hospital in Merthyr Tydfil. 

“On 1 April 2019, the responsi¬ 
bility for healthcare services across 
Bridgend, including the Princess 
of Wales Hospital, transferred to 
Cwm Taf Morgannwg UHB and 
further work will be undertaken 
in all areas to identify additional 
opportunities for improvement.”

Cosmology 
Corner - it’s 
black or white...

L ast time, 
we focused 
on the 

recently photo¬ 
graphed gigantic 
black hole which 
is situated at the 
centre of the galaxy 
M87. 

Black holes are 
known to be created 
when supergiant stars 
(stars with mass more 
than 20 times that of 
our own Sun) run out 
of fuel and collapse 
into a singularity - an 
infinitesimally small one 
dimensional point with 
an enormous mass. 

But what happens to 
smaller. Sun-sized stars 
when they also bum up 
all their fuel? 

Modem astronomy 
tells us that the Sun is 
just one of countless 
stars in the universe and 
like all stars, it has a 
lifespan covering birth, 
main sequence and 
eventual death. 

So when will our Sun 
die? Well, there’s no 
need to panic just yet, 
as our Sun is only about 
half way through its life¬ 
time. Over the last four 
or five billion years, the 
Sun has pretty much 
remained unchanged 
and this will continue 
for another four or five 
billion years before its 
supply of hydrogen fuel 
eventually mns out. 

Well before then, 
mankind will certainly 
need to find some 
other place to live (and 
develop the technology 
to get there) as some 
pretty drastic things will 
happen! 

In the main sequence 
stage of its life, nuclear 
reactions in the core of 
our Sun fuse hydrogen 
into helium and every 
second, some 600 
million tons of matter 
are converted into the 
energy we experience as 
light and warmth here 
on Earth. As there is 
only so much hydrogen 
in the Sun,this process 
cannot last forever 


and as more and more 
hydrogen is converted to 
helium, the core shrinks 
and its gravitational 
force increases. 

The increased pres¬ 
sure at the core will be 
resisted by an increase 
in the fusion rate and 
the energy output of the 
Sun will correspond¬ 
ingly increase. 

At present, this is 
only causing a one 
per cent increase in 
luminosity every 100 
million years, but in a 
billion years from now, 
the cumulative effect of 
this will mean that the 
Sun will be 10 per cent 
brighter than it is today. 
In a further two and a 
half billion years, the 
Sun will be 40 per cent 
brighter than now, and 
the ice caps will melt 
and the oceans will boil 
away. 

When the hydrogen 
is finally exhausted in 
the Sun’s core, the inert 
helium that has built up 
there will collapse under 
its own weight, causing 
the core to heat up and 
get denser. The Sun will 
then grow in size and 
become a Red Giant, 
encompassing the orbits 
of Mercury, Venus and 
possibly also Earth. 

Even if the Earth sur¬ 
vives, its surface will be 
scorched by the intense 
heat of the red sun, 
making it impossible 
for any life to survive. 
Eventually, in another 
ongoing nuclear fusion 
reaction over several 
hundred million years, 
all of the helium in 
the Sun’s core will be 
converted to carbon. 

Its outer layers will 
puff away and the Sun 
will become a compact 
White Dwarf star, which 
will slowly cool over 
trillions of years before 
finally winking out. 

A rather ignominious 
end, then, for the 
heavenly body which 
is providing the energy 
for all life on our blue 
planet.

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Summer evenings 
begin for Penarth 
Ramblers with 
a stroll around 
Porthkerry Park 


THE first walk in 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers’ summer 
evening programme 
attracted a group 
of 13 walkers who 
joined Jan and John 
at the Toby Inn. 

After welcoming new 
walkers Veronica and 
Jane to the fold, they 
set off down Cwm Cidi 
Lane. Legend has it that 
the valley is haunted by 
a black dog that howls, 
but not this evening; and 
continuing through sev¬ 
eral gates, they entered 
Porthkerry Country Park. 

With lovely views 
westwards towards 
Cardiff Airport, they 
descended past an old 
ruined cottage into the 
Whitelands valley and 
through a field containing 
young frisky bullocks. 

A footbridge led them 
over the Bullhouse Brook 
and into a meadow dom¬ 
inated by the beautiful 
Porthkerry Viaduct, built 
in the 1890s, before a 
climb up a sunken 
lane brought them to 
Porthkerry village. 

Entering the church¬ 
yard of the 13th century 
lime-washed St Curig’s 
Church through the lych 
gate which, like the 
church organ, is dedi¬ 
cated to the memory of 
local men who gave their 
lives during the Great 
War, they ventured on 
to view the 15th century 
stone preaching cross 
and a simple gravestone 
that marks the grave of a 
seafaring man, drowned 
in 1868. 

Entering this peaceful 
and beautifully-kept 
church, the tower built 


some 200 years after the 
main church contains the 
bells still rung by vol¬ 
unteers. John Wesley is 
also recorded as having 
preached there several 
times in 1741. 

Sir Edward Romilly is 
buried in a marble tomb 
in the churchyard and 
he was responsible for 
leaving the parkland of 
Porthkerry for the public 
to enjoy.

Explaining how

The model is 
sociologically accurate 
too, featuring a disused 
colliery that looms over 
the village, gathering 
moss as time passes, 
and there are so many 
details in the village 
that it warrants repeated 
viewing. 

Ken told The GEM 
that, after living in 
Porthcawl for over 
50 years, he had been 
forced to give away 
his own model railway 
when he took up resi¬ 
dence in the home three 
years ago. 

In his time in the 
town, he was a prolific 
painter in his spare time, 
and a regular exhibitor at 
the Silures Art Gallery.

Police appeal 
after fatal 
collision on 
Litchard Hill 


POLICE are 
appealing for wit¬ 
nesses after a man 
died on Litchard 
Hill, Bridgend, in a 
road collision. 

A police spokesman

Drug dealer 
ordered to pay 
back £131,00

At a Proceeds of 
Crime Act hearing held 
in Cardiff Crown Court 
on May 16, Edwards 
was ordered to pay back 
£131,080. 

He was ordered to 
pay the money within 
three months or face an 
additional 12 months in 
prison in default of not 
paying within the allo¬ 
cated time. 

Under the Proceeds 
of Crime Act, a person 
must pay the confiscation 
order in full and will 
remain saddled with the 
debt until it is fully paid. 

Officers carried out 
drugs warrants at three 
addresses in North 
Comelly on June 21, 
2018. They found drugs 
in two of those addresses, 
one of which was linked 
to Edwards. 

In total, the drugs 
found were estimated to 
have a street value of 
between £100,815 and 
£136,970. 

Officers found: 

• 16,581.33 grams of 
amphetamine which has 
a street value of between 
£44,645 and £74,320; 

• 729.10 grams of 
cocaine which has a 
street value of between 
£33,100 and £39,580; 

• 184.64 grams of 
diamorphine which has 
a street value of £18,390; 

• 1,634.70 grams of 
cannabis which has a 
street value of £4,680. 

The majority of the 
drugs were found on 
top of cupboards in two 
bedrooms of the house 
linked to Edwards. 

David Morris, aged 58, 
of North Comelly, was 
sentenced in December 
2018 alongside Stephen 
Edwards but was not 


subject to a Proceeds of 
Crime Act hearing. 

Morris was jailed for 
16 months after pleading 
guilty to possession with 
intent to supply class B 
dmg, amphetamine. 

Detective Inspector 
Sarah Trigg said: 
“Edwards and his co-de¬ 
fendant worked together 
as an organised crime 
group who were involved 
in the large-scale supply 
of dmgs in the Bridgend 
County Borough area. 
Officers discovered a 
large quantity of class 
A and B dmgs during 
the investigation which 
thankfully will never 
make it onto our streets. 

“Our financial investi¬ 
gators are committed to 
investigating the finan¬ 
cial affairs of criminals 
to ensure they do not 
benefit from their ill-got¬ 
ten gains and I hope this 
sends a clear message 
to our communities that 
there is no benefit from a 
life of crime. 

“The public can really 
help us by passing on any 
information about people 
who may be making a 
living off their criminal 
lifestyle. Generally, 
these people are clearly 
seen to spend more than 
their apparent disposable 
income.” 

She added: “I would 
like to thank the commu¬ 
nity for the information 
they provide and would 
urge anyone with any 
information about drug 
dealing in our com¬ 
munities to report it to 
us - call us on 101, or 
report it anonymously to 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111.”

This is about giving 
businesses and our 
devolved government 
the certainty they need 
to continue investing 
in important projects 
which have a real

Clarification sought 
on Brocastle site 


THE Welsh Government has 
been asked about speculation 
that the Ineos chemicals com¬ 
pany may be planning to build 
cars on a site at Brocastle. 

South Wales Central AM, Andrew 
R T Davies, has asked about a report 
involving developments at the Ford 
engine plant at Bridgend. 

In particular, he said that he was 
interested in the Government-owned 
site at Brocastle and the reported 
possibility of Ineos taking it over to 
build a 4x4 vehicle to replace the 
Land Rover. 

Mr Davies said he appreciated that 
the Government had been in long and 
commercially sensitive negotiations, 
but he asked the Minister for Finance, 
Rebecca Evans: “There are press 
reports making various views known 
as to the potential of this application.” 

He said that construction has begun 
on the Brocastle site, and wanted to 


know what the Government intends. 

Mr Davies said an update on the 
negotiations would be beneficial for 
the local community and for workers 
connected with the Ford plant to 
help them understand what progress, 
within the limits of commercial con¬ 
fidentiality, had been made. 

Ms Evans said she would ask 
Economy Minister Ken Skates to 
write to Mr Davies on what he is able 
to say with regard to the Ford plant 
and any discussions he has had with 
other relevant agencies. 

Press reports have suggested that 
a potential lifeline for workers at 
the engine plant was under threat 
following an apparent breakdown in 
talks between Ford and Ineos. 

Jobs have been cut at the plant, 
and there are worries about its future 
viability.

Sky notes for June 


JUNE is a difficult time to 
view the night sky - simply 
because it never really gets 
dark enough. 

However, says Dave Powell of 
Barry Astronomical Society, there are 
still things to see. 

Close to the western horizon are a 
couple of the winter constellations, 
Gemini and Auriga. Binoculars will 
show some of their brighter stars. The 
Milky Way can be seen low on the 
north-western horizon and with the 
help of binoculars, you can follow it 
around the northern horizon, to the 
south-eastern horizon, via the eastern 
horizon. 

Gaze almost overhead and find Ursa 
Major. The seven stars that make up 
the ‘asterism’ called the Plough or Big 
Dipper should be easy to make out. 
Three stars make up the handle of the 
Plough and the middle star is known 
as Mizar. 

Look closely; it has a companion 
called Alcor. Astronomers call such 
stars ‘double stars’. In fact, things are 
a little more complicated, because a 
small telescope will show that between 
these two is another star. 

Another interesting star is the top 
left-hand star leading towards the han¬ 
dle. Notice how it looks fainter than 
the others, yet many centuries ago. 

Friends of Barry 


surviving maps made up by astrono¬ 
mers of the day show it as being equal 
in brightness with the others. 

The Plough can help locate other 
constellations. First find the end star 
of the handle, now follow the curve 
downwards until you spot the bright 
star Arcturus. This bright orange star 
marks the constellation of Bootes. 

Continue your curved line from 
here until you come to another bright 
star, about halfway down towards the 
southern horizon. This is Spica, and it 
marks the constellation of Virgo. Spica 
is more than 2,000 times as luminous 
as our Sun. Its colour is bluish/white, 
and it is also a double star, although 
both are so close, we can’t separate 
them. 

Some of the planets put in appear¬ 
ances, but most observations will be 
difficult. On June 4 and 5, Mercury 
and Mars will be in the same part of 
the sky as our crescent Moon, but 
please be warned you must wait until 
the Sun has set below the horizon 
before attempting to use binoculars to 
search for them - the Sun can, and will, 
blind you. 

Jupiter lies close to the southern 
horizon, and on June 12, the Moon lies 
close to Spica.

Vale Cricket Club round-up 


THE local rivalry between 
Vale Cricket Club Firsts and 
Tondu Seconds started with a 
true moment of sportsmanship 
where both teams marked the 
passing of Martyn Oram. 

Martyn was a familiar figure on 
the Tondu boundary as he watehed 
his son Dean play before following 
him to Vale CC as Dean returned to 
playing cricket after a few years away 
from the game. Martyn forged many 
friendships with players and members 
of both clubs and it was only right 
that both teams took an opportunity 
to show their respects. 

Vale won the toss and elected 
to field. Having won both of their 
previous games, Vale were looking to 
maintain their excellent start. Darren 
Upham (2-31) got the away side off 
to a formidable start as he removed 
the off stump from the ground with 
his final delivery of the first over. 

Three overs later and Vale took 
Tondu’s second wicket as captain 
McCay and keeper Withers combined 
for a run out with Upham taking his 
second wicket the very next over, 
with James Snelson taking the catch 
at mid-off. 

With the score at 6-3, Tondu 
rebuilt rather effectively. The partner¬ 
ship of Davies (103) and Jenkins (68) 
amounted to a colossal 163. Davies 
and Jenkins batted well but Vale will 
feel that they gave them too many 
chances with some loose bowling and 
lacklustre fielding at times. 

The two Tondu batsmen had 
definitely changed the atmosphere 
of the game and had put an excellent 
platform for their teammates as they 
looked to bat out the remaining five 
overs. 

However, in those five overs Vale 
managed to gain another three bowl¬ 
ing points, a valiant effort. Jimbo 
Thomas taking 3-59 was expensive 
but he did manage to take some vital 
wickets as his last over saw three 
wickets fall, two stumpings and a run 
out from JJ Davies. 

In his first spell of the season 
James Snelson took 2-40 with JJ 
Davies taking both the catches. This 
left Tondu with 207-9 meaning 
Vale faced their highest run chase 
challenge of the season so far. 

They began that chase with Hiles 
(11) and Alex Upham (Upham 
junior). Hiles and Upham seemed to 
be bogged down by some accurate 
bowling. Despite both playing some 
nicely timed shots neither batsman 
got on top of the Tondu bowlers. 

Hiles fell in the 12th over to 
youngster Thomas (2-21) leaving the 
score at 25-1. JJ Davies (66no) and 
Upham shared a stand of 109 before 
a mix up led to Upham being run 
out for 43. This left the score at 87-2 
with only 16 overs to go, a run rate of 
7.5 an over. 

Oram (30) played with courage 
and determination scoring singles 
which by this point were useful but 
the lack of boundaries would make 
for an even closer finish. 

Oram and Davies rotated the strike 
well and with Oram’s enthusiasm to 
run as much as possible, and Davies 
who was only too happy to oblige, 
the pair looked to increase therun rate 
to give their team a chance. 

When Oram was run out pushing 
for a third run the score was left at 
145-3 with six overs to go. Enter 
Joe Hodges, promoted up the batting 
order for an occasion such as this. 

Hodges (20) wasted to time in 
getting started and bashed the ball to 
the boundary more often than not. 

This included him hitting the only 
six of the game, which gives a strong 
indication of the size of Tondu’s 
ground. Snelson (10) entered the 
game and hit his runs facing almost 
half the deliveries but was caught at 
long on. 

Captain McCay (14no) hit two 


well timed boundaries and was left 
facing the final ball knowing that 
three runs would win the game and 
two would finish in a tie. 

McCay’s shot failed to find a big 
enough gap and only a single was 
scored, resulting in Vale losing their 
first game of the season. 

When a team loses by one run 
there are many situations that can be 
analysed and looked at which could 
have made a difference. This victory 
hurt and they will need to bounce 
back and perform better this week in 
all categories of the game. 

Despite the loss, Vale are second 
in the table mostly due to their 
success in the first two games of the 
season but also due to the fact that in 
defeat they still managed to secure 
nine bonus points out of a possible 
10 . 

This week they welcome Dinas 
Powys to Comtown and will be 
looking to bounce back.

Vale second XI continued their 
winning start to the season with 
a comfortable seven wicket win 
over a previously unbeaten Ton 
Pentre at Corntown. 

With skipper Matthew Thomas 
losing the toss, Vale were asked to 
field first and got off to an uncharac¬ 
teristically poor start. Some wayward 
bowling and lethargic fielding 
allowed the visitors to race onto 27 
without loss after four overs. 

Vale’s fortunes turned on capturing 
their first wicket, the dangerous look¬ 
ing M Thomas (15) undone by what 
seemed initially to be a rank high full 
toss by Greg Andrews, but actually 
transpired into a slower ball, pinning 
him straight in front Ibw.

Humphries (1-28) as Pentre crept 
over the 100 mark. 

With one over left to bowl, Vale 
looked unlikely to pick up full 
bowling points with still two Pentre 
wickets intact. Cometh the hour how¬ 
ever, cometh Greg Andrews, who, 
returning to clean up the tail, finished 
with an impressive (3-26). 

Pentre were all out for 109, largely 
thanks to their experienced skipper 
Brian Morgan (40). 

In reply, Vale openers Matthew 
Gilbert and Paul Sheppard started 
watchfully against the impressive 
swing bowling of J Carter and C 
Hughes. 

Gilbert then started to show his 
form of recent weeks unleashing 
some beautiful offside boundaries.

Having won the toss and electing 
to field, Vale got off to a decent start 
with the ball. Matt Lazarus and Chris 
Haskins led the attack well with 
opposition Sully Spartans looking 
twitchy at the crease; playing and 
missing, digging out the odd ball 
that seemingly forgot how to bounce 
on its way to the bat, frustration 
apparent. 

With three overs gone, and 10 
the score, Vale skipper Paul Gilbert 
was feeling untroubled at this point.

Sheppard played confidently 
against the pace of opening bowler 
Nair, a wonderful hook shot to 
behind square on the leg-side 
boundary was the highlight and 
Allen frustrated the bowlers with 
some good ground stokes and defiant 
defensive play. 

Having survived an appeal for 
caught behind from the bowling of 
Nair, Allen finally succumbed, caught 
off the same bowler and leaving the 
field with a well-fought nine runs.

Sheppard played with composure 
throughout his innings but he was 
finally ousted by an outstanding catch 
at silly point off the bowling of David 
Morgan, with the fielder reaching 
behind himself to take a one-handed 
catch about a foot off the ground. 

Sheppard departed with 28 nicely 
played runs and by now Vale third XI 
were in big trouble. 

Chris Haskins and Matt Lazarus, 
tormented by the Sully batsmen 
earlier in the day, now became the 
tormentors. A half-century eighth 
wicket partnership brought some 
respectability to the scoreline and 
boy were there some corkers in there! 
Lazarus in particular paying back in 
kind with two thunderous sixes and 
four boundaries and Haskins joining 
the party with some shots to make 
the encroaching fielders wary, as well 
as displaying some swift running 
between the wickets. 

A herculean effort by the pair 
given the circumstances and just for 
a few minutes, something special 
was in the air.

Celtie simply could not get any 
possession of note and appeared 
to be a little bit flat, which is 
unlike them, while Tondu were 
very mueh up for it. 

The pressure told and following 
another phase of attacks, Tondu 
scored wide out, to take the lead 
at 5-0. The game beeame quite 
scrappy with frequent resets at the 
serum and Celtie being penalised 
on numerous occasions for offside 


at set pieees. 

Tondu maintained the pressure 
throughout the first half, with 
Celtic having little opportunity 
to release their dangerous backs. 
They relied on determined defence 
and good relieving touch kicks, 
but even with a laek of possession 
and territory, Celtie kept them¬ 
selves in the game at half-time 
with the seore still at 5-0. 

The seeond half eontinued to 
show Tondu dominating posses¬ 
sion, particularly at the lineout. 

Celtie raised their spirits and 
produced some fine counter-at¬ 
tacks from deep, with wingers 
Rhys Cahill and Ethan Morris 
making lots of ground. Tondu 
came baek with some strong and 
direet running, and eventually the 
pressure told through two tries 
in quick succession which dented 
Celtie’s hopes. 

To their eredit, they fought baek 
with another fine movement down 
the left which saw Rhys Cahill 
sprint clear for a fine try, which 
went uneonverted. 

However, not to let Celtie have 


the last word, Tondu finished 
strongly following some powerful 
runs from Sam Creber, which set 
up a nieely-worked try for the 
left wing, to make the final score 
Tondu 24, Celtie 5. 

Tondu fully deserved the win 
- they played very well - while 
Celtie will be disappointed with 
their performance on the day, but 
ean be very pleased with their 
season overall, having lost only 
four matches, and winning the 
prestigious Amsterdam tourna¬ 
ment last month.

Luke Riehards and his support 
team for all their hard work and 
commitment this season. 

To all the players in the squad, 
it’s been a pleasure to see how 
mueh they have developed over 
the season both as a team and 
as individual players, and to the 
parents and supporters who have 
played a major part in this very 
successful and enjoyable season.
